Lad.vsmtih, .May 0. — When the labor 
coiniuissioii opened at Ladysmitn tiii.< 
uiorulug, Jlr. eitarles Wilson, K-C, in- 
formed the commissionerij that the men, 
after careful consideration of the •sug- 
gestion thro^W'u out the other day, had 
ie--pectfu!ly dodlined to adopt it. The 
decision was unauinious. The resolu- 
tion was passeil at the mass meeting 
held thu previous evening, and gave the 
reasons for tlie refusal. 

The decision came as a great surprise 
to many pcoplu in the town, fov a report 
■had been spread thilt the men were 6n 
the verge of returning to work, ami that 
ibut for the sittings o£ tlie comuiissMdi, 
they woukl have done .so on Saturday 
night. The ballot shows, however, that 
the men are detcrmiiieil in the stand 
they liiive taken, and there will be no 
yielding uatil tioiue deliuite agreenm. 
is had. 

The chairman said lie regretted very 
much the aland the men had taken, as 
it might prejudice them with the jiublic, 
coal beinj; a necessity. The men, how- 
ever, Were the best judges of their own 
alTairii. 

.Mr. Wilson tlien o-pened the ease for 
the men. He said that they alleged 
that the only grounds of dispute were 
tile mine owner's refusal to eiuploy men 
couuecled with the Western Federation 
of Miners, or with any labor orgiiniza- 
tion, and tho general hostility shown to 
any movement towards organization. 
There was olso the grievance that the 
men had been forced to live at Lady- 
smith, a townsito owneil by the mine 
owner, as a condition of employment, 
lie then called Organizer Baker to the 
stand. 

James Baker said ho rccsided at Slo- 
caii City, and was the general organizer 
for British ColuuLbia of the Western 
FiHleration o£ 'Miners. He was a Can- 
adian by birth and had remained a 
tOainidiau. Ue was oa the voters' list. 
After putting iu a copy of the constitu- 
tion and bylaws of the Federation, 
I'lverelt last 'W'itne.ss proceeded to explain several 
'sections. Kach local union, he said, had 
absolute jurisdiction over its own alTairs. 
The organization as a whole was gov- 
erned by llie constitution. The execu- 
tive couhl act in certain stated e.xigen- 
citvs, but the government cd' the body 
wa.s altogether in llie hands of tlie 
members ;il other timis by the initia- 
tive Mild ret'ereiiduni. He had never 
seen tile section permit t ing the execu- 
tive to refuse its s.iiictioii lo a selth- 
nieiit re.aclii'd .by a local union anil iu- ! 
to I'oicc. The section was intended 
to jiri'vent viola'i(Ui of the const itutioii i 
only. There was no ease in which a sel- 
tleiiiriit iiiaiic by a local had not bee.4), 
a'|>provi'd by the executive. .Men coiilil 
iiol lie oi-dci'ed on strike if no griev- j 
a.ncc aros(> in iheir own employment. 
They might he re<)iiested to como out' 
in symiiatliy, but tliere was no way of I 
(■oiii]ii Uiug them to do so. Men could 
not he compelled to leave their employ- 
meiil in one country to further tlie in- 
terests of on Industry in another. Tliere 
■was nothing iu the coustitiution which 
■would enable the central autliority to 
close the ndncs iu 'Canada so as to raise 
prices In tlie United State*. The Fed- 
eration recognized no national boundary. 
The organization "was wholly iu the 
men's hands. 

To (Mr. Bod'WcU— Witness did not 
kncnv of any coal mines in Washington 
which had- been organized by the West- 
ern B'^ederatiou or by any other body. 
The executive could not. call out a. un- 
ion of its own motion; the most it could 
do was to pass on a reiyuest from _ a 
i neighboring union that anotlicr union 
I should strike in synijiathy. This bad 
,been done at Michel, the only instance 
of which he wiia aware. There was no 
l«ri)vision in the constitution for the sus- 
lieiision or other punishment of a union 
which refused a request to strike in 
sympathy. 

Witness would not advise the adoption 
of tlio modus Vivendi suggested by the 
chairman.

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FALSE CRKEK. 

In yesterday morning's Coloaist lt"W(is 
announced in our despatches from "Van- 
couver that Messrs. Robert Kelly and 
Frank Burnett IkkI srcnroil ii lease of 
liU acres of False Creek for ninety-nine 
years. Some time, ago these geutlomen 
applied for tliis lease from tlie Dominion 
^:ove^nnlent. At tliiit time we ventured 
to point out tlmt to expect tlio srant of 
suL-li ii concession, as a rowanl for poli- 
tical services, sliowcd a very low ap- 
preciation of tlie character of the Do- 
minion frovernnient. If the concession 
liMs niiw bi'cn ^.Tanti'd, tlie appreeiiilion 
of the Dominion .Koverunient by those 
who applied for it is shown, howevei- 
low, to have been i>orrect. The fact tli:U 
this concession liiis been .siiincil is iin- 
iiounciMl \ii)oM 111!' ;uithority of tin- :il<- 
jilicants, it is not yet conlirnicd from 
Ottawa. The submerged hinds in False 
i'rcelt at Vancouver are of enormous 
spe<'iilalive viilnc, ;iiid their valiio is 
tri-owiiiK every (l:iy. .\s far back as 
IS'J.'J an attempt was made to secure 
them under some sort of huniestend or 
squatters' title. This attempt failed, 
••ind lliey have remained unutilized in the 
keeping' of the Dominion jrovernmcnt 
with the municipality of Vancouver cast- 
ing a jealous and watchful eye upon 
tliem. It may very possibly bo that tlie 
best nnd only wiiy to have these lands 
broiifilit into use is to turn tliom over 
to i)rivato owners. But if so, private 
owners should be bound to give an ndi*- 
qunte return to the public purse for tlio 
opportunity K'ven them to prolit by a 
cunccssion from the Koverinncut. Have 
we any possible guarantee, that oven if 
the private ownership of this property 
is a necessary condition to its utiliza- 
tion, the cireumstances of its alienation 
aro such .'is to mnke likely that an ade- 
• inate considerution has been agreed up- 
4)11. The applicants formed the nucleus 
«if the present member for Burrard's 
canipniKu ortraiiization. They worked for 
bis election with siicli zciil and effect 
that a majority running into hundreds 
was reduced to thirty-one. If Uieir mo- 
tives and niethoils In supporting him 
M'ere such ;is iiimv fairly be inferred 
from their siilisri|iicnt (•(Jiuhict in apply- 
ing for a valuable <-oncession, all that 
surprises us is that tbe Liberal majority 
was not turned into a very handsome 
jiiinorily. if it is true that this eon- 
cession has been granted, it will destroy 
the Inst remnant of eonlidenco in the 
Laurlcr government possessed by tho 
people of Vancouver. The City Council 
of Vancouver has tclesraphod a resolii- 
1 ion to Sir Wilfrid ]^auri<'r protesting 
■•against any iM)rtion of False Creek 
being alienated by lease or otherwise, to 
any private individuals or company, but 
urging that the same bein^ of ;;ront value 
to the commercial interests of Vancou- 
ver, should be retained and used for 
public purposes, and be vested in tho 
city of Vancouver." That is no spccioiiH 
plea, but the only ineiins ))y which tho 
vested interests of tlie citizens of \im- 
couver in the premises can be piv)perly 
protected. In reply the Mayor of Van- 
couver received word to the effect that 
"the application will 1k' submitted to the 
<."ity Council of \'anrouvt'r for an cx- 
I)re.ssion of their opinion before any de- 
I'ision in regnrd to the matter is reach- 
ed." On tho top of this comes tho 
decliiration of the applicants that the 
lease has already been signed, and their 
application granted. We aro rather in- 
clined to doubt tliat this is the case. 
The Kiiveriiment might be willing to 
transfer a viiliiablc concession to two 
slalwaits in tlie political battlefield, but 
it would hardly dare to do so, in Uic 
fact' of llie timely protest of the city 
of A'ancoMver. Were it not for the fact 
of the fearful loss nf so valuable nu 
asset to th<' people of Vancouver, we 
should Up rather glad than otlierwiso at 
mich an exposition of the character of 
tlie Liberal regime as would be involved 
in this conei'ssion. Impunity makes nieii 
biilil, and it is ipiito clear that Klondike 
methods of government are coming nenr- 
«'r home.

We 
wtsfh we could exonerate the Ooneerra- 
liTO iiarty of Ontario from having a^Iop*- 
cii it, we bopi> we are wrong iu our 
oi)iniou tliat to a large extent it waj 
•adopted, but so far ae tho facts have pre- 
■sented themselves to us, wo cannot help 
entertaining the idon that far too much 
stress was laid upon the aocusfttion that 
Liberals had sinned, and too little upon 
the undoubted fact that citizens of Od- 
tnrio were deeply in the mire of politi- 
cal eorrniition. Anyone who proves that 
the dominant party in a province op 
country is hopelessly corrupt, proves also 
that the party which is not dominant la 
merely pure through lack of opportun- 
ity. Because whore .such a state of 
IhiiiK'S exists it is tho body politic it»olf 
which is eaten into by the cancer of 
l>olitica] corruption.

It is ii>- 
deed ii beautiful nngel of purity whoso 
wings have jiasseil through the ink wells 
fif the Toronto (Jlobe, now fallen upon 
evil <lays of compromise and bypocri-y. 
such as would mnke the skeleton ef 
(J(!orge Brown rattle in its tomb! AVe 
may not have a great deal of which to bo 
politically iiroiiil in I'.ritisli ('nlimibi:i.

Our infoniiation that a general elec- 
tion will bp held this fall is positive, and 
our anihority is good. There may he 
various reasons advanced from the Lib- 
eral point of view why an ajipfal to the 
country should be uiaile this year, but 
one of the most imperative we should 
Imagine, is that the government cannot 
face larirr revision on the eve of a gen- 
eral election, and dare not po-tporie 
tariff revision beyond ue.xt .vear. 'Mr. 
Fielding's Hudget Speech hinted ni 
protection to tho binder twine in- 
dustry, anil more than hinted at 
protoi.'linn to the strel rail ind-iistry. Tbe 
government e.\peets to be able to capture 
the manufacturers nnd the industrial 
faliorlng clement by hinting at protec- 
tion, while it dues not lose tlio free trad- 
ers because it has done no more than 
hint. The advantage from a Liberal 
IK)int of view, of every Liberal candi- 
date being able to promise protection for 
the special industries of his constituency 
and free trade for all the rest of t'an- 
ailii, is too great to bo overlooked. Le- 
cniisc. as from tho Liberal point of vii w , 
protection is an purichment of diie ju r- 
siiii at the e.\|)eiise of some other jier- 
soii. each Liberal candidate will be able 
to hold out to his constituents the allur- 
ing prospect of their being enrichwd at 
tlic e.\peuse<if all the rest of Cniiada. ,\t 
the sami> tiiiie any revision of the tariff, 
ami iiarliiMiliirly siii-li a revisimi as the 
present government could effect. Would 
be bound to cause trouble to some ele- 
ments in the country, and therefore 
would be an impolitic move upon the eve 
of a general election. The government 
wants another lease of life in Avhir'li to 
juggle with the trade interests ot the 
cnnntr.v, and thinks tliat the jiresent year 
is a good o|iporliinity to ask for it. 
Whet her tile gnveninient will be sus- 
Liined or not will dtiiend entirely iijmn 
w lietlier the Liberal majority in Quebec 
will Iw great enough to offset the in- 
creased C(mservative majority iu other 
p.irts of the country.

In the iiftornoon the examination of 
Hon. Jlr. I'reiitico was resumed. Ilo 
reitertited tiuit the fi.xed policy of the 
govormneiit was that those deficiency 
blocks were not to be granted unless tho 
added coiiditions announced by Mr.

House. "Nor did he know why tlio bill 
had not boen introduced. He recalled u 
letter from the then Premier, Mr. Duns- 
muir,' to Air. Brown, in which it was 
intimated that legislation would be in- 
iroducoil during tho session of llMtl— this 
loltiM- boin^ written shortly after the 
close of tho sossimi of lOOO— to confer 
the lanils for tho fourth section of the 
road.

This onlor-in-council of the TJtli 
Doe; rubor, was— like that of the 4th Sep- 
toinber, 11K>1, not in completion of a liiial 
arrangement, but as u step in negotia- 
liou. No Crown grants were issued un- 
der it and tho order-in-eouncil was, as a 
matter of fact, subsequently rescinded. 
Until tho time of the rocision it was his 
opinhin that it was ([uito open to the 
government to vary the eondilions in tins 
matter as tho other, or to refuse to (suu- 
ploto tho suggested arrangement.

JEALOUSY OF WIFE 

q^ysEspi^ORD 

Marine Engineer Charged With 
Assaulting Better Half 
...Dismissed. 



A douu'-lic tragedy occupied the atten- 
tion of till- p.ilii-e magistrate yesterday. 
<.!ri'en-oyoil j.'a lousy luul punctured the 
liarnion.v between .VIt. and Mrs. Charles 
I>. Hawkiu.s, of .Second street, and the 
luisband, a marine enjfiueei*, was 
charged by the Avite with assaulting her 
and threateniug her. He was arrestetl 
ou this charge, and, failing to obtain 
bail, was in the cells over «ight. Yes- 
terdoy morning the 'magistrate heard 
the story of tlie man, tho woman and a 
child, a.nd jWsmissedl thi; case. Ilo 
•urged them to come together, forget the 
past, and eonmieuce nfrcisli— Init, mind- 
ful of the pain the demon of jealousy 
which he says is instilled in tho wife's 
niinil, has eausod, the husband has de- 
termined to seek a separation. 

The woman told lier tale first. She 
said the liusltanil had led a double life 
Hinco they were married, and blighted 
her life. She charged him with con- 
sorting,- with <il.lier wouioii. She clainu'ill 
that ou Monday he locked her out, ami 
when she returned at 11:30 p. ni.. 
Chauncoy Tway, her little boy by a tor- 
nior hiisbanil. let her in. When she 
wont to her bedroom her husband, who 
was iu bod, struck her, and she dressed 
and left tho house, sponiliii^' the iii;.'hl 
at the (Jiieeii's Hotel. She said ho had 
throatoiiod to kill her several times. In 
crof^s-oxaiuinal ion by .Mr. Solomon, ap- 
pearing for the husband, she said she 
had aooiiseil him of being untrue at 
dilVoiont times, and had sijioken to ibc 
captain of the steamer Sadie when bo 
was emi.loyed on that vessel, alN'tiiiii,' 
imnionility on bi« part. 

The little boy, CUauncey Twuy, told 
of hearing hiw mother come home, ami 
of the sounds of slapping and .^oroanrii-' 
coming from the bctlrooiu.
